Quackenbush to Read Paper 
on ''Beaumont." 



The monthly meeting of the Ph\ 
siological Society will be held this 
evening at 8.15 p.m.. in Lecture 
Room 3 iii the Old Medical Bid;;. 

The principal item of interest at 
this meeting shall lie a "Paper on 
Beaumont," to be read by Mr. J. G. 
Quackenbush, Med. '24. 

The subject of Beaumont's work is 
of great interest, both historically 
and scientifically, to all medical stu- 
dents. 

Dr. Beaumont commenced 1rs car- 
eer as an apprentice in the American 
army. He fought a duel. He gave 
evidence at a court-martial, tlrs was 
immediately reversed by President 
Adams, and Beaumont later severely 
criticised the president in one of his 
articles. Beaumont obtained his li- 
cense to practice Medicine from the 
State of Vermont. 

Alexis Martin, a soldier of fortune, 
unwittingly aided Beaumont in his 
expérimenta! successes, in that he 
was the subject who so greatly facili- 
tated Beaumont's famous treatise on 
the content and action of the gastric 
juice from a physiological stand- 
point. 

The story of the gunshot wound and 
the peculiar freak of nature in the 
healing of it, the story of the per- 
sonal troubles of Beaumont with 
Alexis Martin, in a word the story 
of Beaumont's whole life is one so

lies, the Mock Parliament, is being 
held next Thursday evening. What 
tends to prove one of the most inter 
esting and argumentative subjects 
yet disputed by the Government and 
the Opposition is scheduled to be in 
eluded in the various discourses tak- 
ing place. It is that of "Movie Ccn 
sorsîhip," a very much discussei 
topic of to-day. It is a great ques- 
tion, and is going to cause some real 
controversies between the pro. and 
con. bodies. That the astute Speak 
er will, of necessity, be forced to have 
two or three more gavels to attract 
those parties arguing to their senses 
as regards the requirements of length 
of time to speak, is unquestionable. 
Movie censorship is a pregnant qucs 
tion. The two leaders of the govern- 
ment wish it clearly understood that 
any McGill student who so desires 
may take his place in the House and 
enter into the various debates. Cross 
benches are being provided for those 
of a radical point of view, and any 
Independents, Socialists or Bolshcviki 
of the University who may wish to 
appear and add. their verbosity to the 
occasion. It will be a fiery evening 
in the House, as otic mentioned that 
various Theologs are to be in attend 
ance to submit their protests to the 
public, that one sees a lot they should 
not these days. To add to «he cnthu 
siasm some very eloquent Mcds. arc 
going to grace the session and add 
their, vociferous sentiments that all 
censors' should bè relegated to the 
ash-can, or the ornamental waste 
baskets that the managing editor in- 
stalled in the Daily Office and that 
Theologians should not attend the 
Allen Theatre. 

There is, also, going to be a time 
illotted in which questions may be 
nsked of the Government of any na- 
ture whatsoever. Whether or not the 
government will be able to uphold its 
integral position under the foreseen 
bombardment of so many multiduin- 
ously dissimilar questions is at pres- 
ent exceedingly doubtful. They will, 
however, use every conceivable means 
at their diisfposafl to amply justify 
their capabilities as leaders in the 
House. 

At any rale, the attendance of five 
hundred at the last session is going 
to be completely eclipsed this time, 
from the present outlook.

WHARTON SCHOOL DECIDES TO 
ABOLISH EXAMINATIONS. 



At a recent meeting of the faculty o 
the Wharton School of Business it wa 
decided to abolish the usual mid-yea 
and final examinations in that depart 
ment of the University of Pennsylvania 
This step will affect about 2,000 student 
in all business courses. 

In late years the proposal to elimi- 
nate the final examinations has been 
the subject of much discussion among 
collegiate circles, and the Wharton 
School faculty has decided to give the 
experiment, a thorough test. According 
to Dean E. R, Johnson this is a develop- 
ment which follows naturally on the 
heels of the psychological, examinations 
which have already replaced the usual 
entrance requirements in many higher 
institutions of learning.

Mr. Pisfiwaçi went toH'd 
one. light a conscientious, diligent, but 
h'i'nVo joung report.:.-, he awoke nest 
morning to find himself faced with ,thc 
offer of an excellent position on the 
London Times; and thus, baiore the age 
of thirty he has been engaged by 
Lord Northcliffc himself, as assistant 
to Mr. Wickham Steed, Editor of the 
London Times, and in this capacity Mr. 
Peterson attended the opening of the 
Washington Conference. 

Mr. Peterson's appointment came 
about in an almost romantic way. One 
evening he was sent by'his editor to in- 
interview Lord Northcliffc during that 
gentleman's visit to Melbourne, and 
evidently so impressed the great jour : 
nalist that he followed up the young re- 
porter and engaged him at once, send- 
ing him off post-haste to join Mr. Steed 
at Washington, with instructions to 
study the question of disarmament es- 
pecially from the Pacific point of view 
Mr. Peterson is at present in Canada, 
where, as correspondent for the Times 
he is to study the present Canadian Pol 
itical situation. , 

During his law course at Melbourne 
University, Mr. Peterson was keenly in 
tercstcd in journalism, and there he was 
for some time Editor of the college's 
magazine ; thus he fully understands and 
appreciates the difficulties with which 
students engaged in the issue of a col- 
lege paper havc-toicontcnd; and he ex- 
pressed great admiration in the fact that 
McGill was able to carry on a Daily is- 
sue. 

Few journalists are university-trained 
men. and yet in Mr. Peterson's opinion, 
college men should be first-class jour- 
nalists owing to the great advantages 
they have. Speaking- ronr the point of 
view of a university man taking up -jour- 
nalism as a profession, there are three 
things which according to him, should 
be remembered by the budding journa- 
list. First oif all, in his own words, the

Stadiums to Accommodate 



AU previous attendance record -for 
the Western Conference football gantés 
were broken this fall, according to sta- 
tistics announced by some of the univer- 
sities, and for at least five of the col- 
leges new stadiums are now under con- 
struction or arc at least in prospect, 
Michigan, with her new stadium dedi- 
cated this fall, drew 114,000 spectators, 
and Chicago, with a seating capacity . 
equal to barely Iialf the demand, drew 
over 160,000, the receipts totaling more 
than a third of a million dollars. 




ATTENDANCE STATISTICS 
The Iowa game at Minnesota attract- 
ed: 23,000. where the gate receipts for 
the season were $62,000, one of 'the best 
vears in the history of the University of 
Minnesota. Wisconsin was compelled ' 
turn away large crowds at her home- 
coming game with Michigan. The oot- 
ball profits ai the Brftfgcrs are 
used to complete a new stadium, seafirji 
56,000, which is now half way finished. 
Ohio States plans to dedicate her ticw 
football field next fall. The double deck 
stands will accommodate 65,000. 

Illinois has collected a large part of 
the $2,500,000 necessary' for her roeitià. 
-ial stadium which is to be ready for- the - 
1923 football season. At both Iowa and 
Minnesota the question of providing 
more adequate seating facilities has been 
broaohed by the athletic directors. Coach 
loncs oi Iowa is now in the Easlsstudy- 
: ng the different types. of athletic fields 
and stadiums.
